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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 17 depends from a canceled claim, and therefore its dependency is 
unclear. 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed In the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published underArticle 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-5 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Munk et al. '182. 

Munk discloses the claimed invention, including a keel guide having a landing 
feature, which holds a bushing mechanism. Wear insert(s) are provided as claimed. 
Since the bushing is coupled to the riser in slidable fashion, such is "releasably coupled" 
as claimed. 
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3. Claims 1-8.11-15,18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Munk et al. '336. 

Munk discloses the claimed invention for landing a riser joint within a keel guide. 
A plurality of clamp/lock down assemblies are provided to prevent linear movement of 
the joint through the keel guide. 

4. Claims 22,24-30 and 32-36 are allowed. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 5/2/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Such arguments have been addressed within the body of the rejection. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
